To form a juft Notion of this, ‘tis neceffary to re- 
fie& not only on the Circumftances with which 
thofe Succeffes have ‘been accompanied, bur hke- 
wife on the prefent Condition of the Enemy, the 
Refources or Means they have co repair the Lofts 
they have fuftain’d, and laftly the Diligence and 
Difpatch they apply to the repairing of them. As 


\ for the Condition of the “nemy, it has been already 


» fhewn, that by the Progrefs of the Arms of this 
State and its High Allies, the Archbifhoprick of Co- 
logne and the B:thoprick of Liege are clear'd of the 
Enemy's Garrifons, that feveral Provinces in Spain 
and of the Spanifh Netherlands are reduc’d to the 


Obedience of their righ:ful Prince: That the Dutchy . 


of Milan and the Priacipality of Piemont are well 
intirel. recover’d ; and there is great like- 
lihood of further Conquefts in Italy. ’Tis alfo ap- 
parent, thar Prance muft be much weaken'd, not 
only by che Diminution of their People and Riches 
through the Perf<cution of thofe of the Religion 


profefs'd by this State, and by the Removal thereby 


occafion’d of great Part of their Manufactures out 
of the Kingdom ; bur particularly by the extraor- 
dinary Efforts they have made during this War, by 
the great Lofs of their experienc’d veteran Troops 
in the foremention'd. Battles and Sieges, and of al- 
mott an inconceivable Quantity of Artillery and 
Stores of War; as alfo by the frequent Alteration 
of the Value of their Coin, and the great Exporta- 
tion of Gold and Silver Species occafion’d by ir, and 
by the low Value of the publick Funds and of the 
Mint-Bills.. Bur, befides that the Subj-cts and Ter- 
ritories of the high Allies in thefe and other Parts, 
have fuffer’d confiderably by this War; that their 
Staple-Commodities are much funk in theie Value ; 
that Trade, Navigation, and the Fifheries are not a 
little decay’d ; and that it has been neceffary for 
‘exerting the ucmoft Efforrs, ro levy great Taxes, 
and borrow very confiderable Sums of Money ; the 
Extent of the Dominiens of france is fo great, and 
{> many powerful Provinces belong to thar Crown, 
thar, as our Anceftors az the “ime of the Negocia- 
tion of the Treaty of Muntes, entertain’d a jut 
Apprehenfion of rhe great Power of thar Monarchy, 
and weré alarm'd ar their colarging their Domini- 
ons on the Rhine, the Maeze, and in the Necherlarcs, 
and for that-fole Reafon confented rhen to a Peace 
with Snain ; fo the Stare and it: Alies hate rot only 
as much, but bevond Comparifon more and ftronger 
Reafon to apprehend the prefen: Greaenels of that 
Power, and to agiee upon ard fuch 
Meafares as may be mok effictuai and conducing to

the maintaining and fecuring of their common Safety: 
J. auy Perfon who defires to be convinc’a «i the 
Power ot France, fhould not thik fi o Concer 
what it was athe Time of the Empercur V,

Seventeen Provinces uf the Netherlands, proceeded 
againft King Francis I, who had little more than one 
third of the Revenues his prefeut Succeffur has, 
and what Difficuities be found in making War againtt 
that King ; lec him come nearer to our Limes, 


taking chings bur from the Conclufion of ihe Lreary 


of Munfter, he will find, that by tbc Ceffion made 
by thac Treaty,.of Brifac, the Sun gaw, and Land- 
graviste of Ailace, to France, sheir Fronuer was ex- 
tended to the Rhine, and a Paffage was open’a into 
Swabia and io she Dacubs : by she Freacies 
of th: Pyrences and of Aix la Caapeile, and others 
fubfequent to them, they obtain'd the Counties of 
Roufillon and Ccnflans on the Borders of Spain: 
That by the Ceffion made to them, of [hiwavilie, 
Monmedi, and Damvilliers, they gaw'd a Paffage to 
the Archbifhoprick of Trier: That befides the Coun- 
try between the Sambre and the Maeze, they have 
fince got all Artois, great part of she. Dutchies of 
Luxembourg and Hainaulr, and of Flanders, anda 
great Namber of noble and ftrong Towns in them, 
as Cambray, Valenciennes, Conde, Douay, Lifle, 
Ipres, Aire, St. Omer, Arras, and many others, 
(among which Dunkirk muft not be forgorzen, tho’ 
yielded to France in anovggr Manner and on a parti- 
cular Bargain ;) by all which Towns they have noc 
only made for themfelves a ftrong Barriere, but dif 
‘membred the reft of the Netherlands, and open'd 
themfelves free Accefs to them at all Times, baving 
lef: the Bartiere ftipulated for this State little more 
than the. Name. Add to this, their Acquifition of 
the Franche Comte, the greateft: Part of Lorrain, 
and STRASBOURG, a City which alone, by its Si- 
tuation, tho’ it had not Hunnirghen above it and 


Fort-Louis below it, would command the Rhuwe . 


from Bafil down to Philipsbourg, aud which having 
the fertile Alface behind it, and an open Communi- 
cation with France through Phalsbourg end Lorrain, 
is always in a Condition to give great Umbrage ard 
Difquier to Germany. We forbear co mention al! the 
Ufurpations made by that Crown firce the Peace 
of Nimeguer, under Prerert of Reuriors, and of 
the artfully forg’d, Deeds of the Chambers of 
Me'z, Brifac, and Befancon ; What ve wou'd come 
to is this, that of France has either acquir'd 
hy Treaties, or ficz’d for themfelves by Ufarpatign, 
fince the Yeat 1648. they have loft no:bing, 
bave the Allies conquer’d any thing from chem, bur 
Menin only 5 and on the otker Hand, they are naw 


of the Capital City and mcft of the Ver. 


titory of tke Archbithoprick of Trier, Fort-Keh!, 
ond’ Brifac : So that the King of Prance, with re- 
to bis Demicions end Provinces, is, if nor 
wore, yer in Effect noc) fs formidable, than he was 
in the left War, when the Emperour, the Empire, 
Eaglard, Spain, and vour High Mightinefics, could 
not without great Dificulcy, after 9 Ycars 
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bring bim to equitable Conditions of Peace : And 
now, Spain againft him, he has 
under his own gement and Direction the King- 
doms of Naples aad Sicily, and moft of the Spanith 
Iflands in the Mediterranean and along the Coaft of 
Icaly ; the Kingdoms of Navarre, Galicia, great 

rc of Caftile and the Trade of Wooll there, An- 
daloufia with Cadix and Seville, together with the 
Lardthip of Bifcay, in Spain ; the Colonies and the 
rich Treafures and Trade, in the Spanith-Weft- 
Indies ; and the Provinces of Luxembourg, of Na- 
mur, #nd of almoft all Hainaulr, in che Netherlands. 
From all which it abundantly appears, how formt- 
dable the Power of France ftill is, and thaz it de- 
ferves our moft ferious Reflection.
